They had to 
help clean up and put the 
trays away. The ring-leader 
said the trip was more fun 
than they'd ever had, that they 
were just tired. June informed 
him that the stewardess was 

I tired, too!
She started flying during 

the war after her first hui 
band, a pilot, was killed. "It 
was the best possible therapy. 
The boys coming back from 
overseas and the paraplegics 
were so cheerful. They took 
my mind off myself and my 
problems,," she said, her 
brown eyes soft, remembering.
